By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.-—A veil­ 
ed threat that the permits granted 
for the landing of Western Union 
cable in the United States will be 
revoked unless the company con*

CITY— Through 
a j 
flan launched under the direction 
af the State Library Association, 
blind adult inm ates of institutions 
for the blind in Oklahoma will soon 
have access to books and periodicals 
w ritten by reputable authors on top­ 
ics of all current literature, it has 
been announced here. 
The 
library 
commission asserts that this move 
will be the first in the history of 
the state whereby blind charges of 
the state will havt* at their dispos­ 
al volumes which 
can 
be 
read 
through four different “ touch sys­ 
tem s/' the American and English 
Braille, the Moon system and the 
blew York point system. 
An order for approxim ately 125 
vol antes, touching on current issues, 
fiction, history and a wide num ber 
of topics, already has been let, and 
th e volumes should 
be 
available 
soon, the secretary of the library 
commission has declared. The first 
allotm ent has been ordered in the 
one and half point New York sys­ 
tem. it was said. 
A nother feature 
of the 
volumes 
that are to be ordered in the future, 
will be subjects th at will offer in­ 
struction to those 
afflicted 
with 
blindness in courses that will aid 
them in learning a profession. After 
organization of the library system 
has been established in the state, 
through the assets of the American 
Library Association, it will be pos­ 
sible for blind persons to secure 
good books and literature on topics 
unobtainable here, by petition to the 
national association. 
In this m anner, the secretary of 
the commission said, 
many blind 
people of the state will be able to 
secure 
much 
readable 
m aterial, 
whereas in the past, because of the 
expense attached to specially w rit­ 
ten volumes for the blind, they have 
Peen unable to purchase them. In­ 
stead of paying $50, which was an 
approxim ate cost set by the secre­ 
tary on volumes prepared for the 
blind, the new system 
will make 
!hes*> volumes available for a sum 
of 4 8 cents. Together with this, the 
government will frank the volumes 
through the mails, each contained in 
a separate case, and will also furn­ 
ish a return seal for the book, in 
this way providing return postage. 
Books for blind 
children 
also 
form a part of the new' ventures, al­ 
though these will not be purchased 
until adult m atter has been taken 
care of. It was hoped, the secretary 
said, that a few volumes would be 
Evadable- f°r children 
before the 
Christmas hopidays.

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 18.— A na­ 
tion-wide producers strike to combat 
the falling prices of farm products 
was urged in a call sent out today 
by the national farmers union to 
its 
locale unions 
throughout 
the 
country. 
The call, in the form of a reso­ 
lution adopted at the national con­ 
vention of the organization here, 
went forward to secretaries of local 
branches of the organization, which 
represented the producers of grain, 
cotton, wool and livestock, said to 
number eight hundred thousand. 
The proposed strike was urged 
in retaliation for what the conven­ 
tion considered abnormanl deflation 
in prices of farm products, by which 
It was asserted American farmers 
have been robbed of one billion 
dollars in reduced values of pro­ 
ducts now’ on hand. All farmers were 
appealed to to hold this year’s pro­ 
ductions from the 
market 
until 
“profit-making levels” are restored. 
Officials of the organization point­ 
ed out that members were not oblig­ 
ed to obey the terms of the strike, 
but expressed the belief that such 
a movement would be effective. 
A conference of representatives of
